ghe Whisky Condemnation Cases 
Brought Up at Last. 


Record of Judgments, Divorces, New 
Suits, Criminal Matters, Eto. 


* THE FIDELITY. 
JUDGE MOORE'S DECISION. 

Judge Moore yesterday decided the motion 
for an injunction on behalf of the Receiver of 
the Fidelity Savings Bank to prevent the de- 
positors from beginning suits against the stock- 
holders of the bank to recover the amount of 
their deposits. The eharters of the State Say- 


ings and Fidelity Savings Banks provide that. 


each stockholder in each of these institutions 
shall be liable to the depositors for an amount 
equal to his stock. After these two banks 
failed numerous suits were begun by depositors 
against the stockholders to recover the amount 
of their deposits. The Receivers claimed that 
this liability of tlie stockholders was an 
asset in their han is, to be collected and 
distributed to all the depositors alike, 
and that a few should not be allowed to gain a 
preference at the expense of the majority. 
Judge Otis, Regeiver of the State Savings Insti- 
tution, therefore, filed a petition to stop the 
prosecutions by the depositors. Mr. Turpin, 
Receiver of the Fidelity, also filed a similar peti- 


tion before Judge Moore, and the question was 
elaborately argued on both sides. 

Judge Moore yesterday decided to grant the 
injunction.. He said the object of the statute 
on the subject was to make persons liable for 
the debts of a corporation pay them, and to 
equalize those burdens between the solvent 
stockholders. The authorities seemed to indi- 
cate that a court of equity was 
the place to + settle such ques- 
tions, though, without an statute 
on the subject — and provi a reme- 
dy, suits were generally brought in a court of 
law. The Supreme Court of this State, in the 
Lamar Insurance Company case, had recognized 
the right to close up the affairs of a corporation 
under the present statute in equity. 

The gist of the decision is in the closing para- 
graphs, as follows: 

II. when a corporation ceases to do business, 
a suit in equity may be brought against all persons 
who were stockholders, and against all persons 
who are liable in any way for the debts of the cor- 
poration, by joining the corporation in such suit. 
and if, at he same time, suite at law may be 
brought by the depositors against the stockhold- 
ers, is it not obvious that great confusion and great 
haraship must be the result? If such suits at law 
must continue to be brought in collccti the 
amount due depositors, ‘‘it is difficult to 
Bee where it may lead. Of the 
thousands of depositors, a few of the more 
diligent might, and probably would, in a short time 
realize the amount due them; while the greater 
number would be left to take their pro rata amount 
of assets in the Receiver’s hands, after the delays 
necessarily attending the closing up of such a busi- 
ness. Is not this Sec. 25 intended to correct 
ust this evil? It is by no means clear that the 
upreme Court would bave held that the suit at law 
was the only remedy when a corporation may have 
failed or ceased to do business. If the corporation 
is solvent and doing business, and fails to pay a 
depositor when properly requested, there is seen 
no reason why a suit at law may not be brought dy 
such depositor against any stockholder; but when 
the corporation has ceased to do business, and left 
debts unpaid, the remedy appeare to have been 
changed by the statate. 

Tne rule established by the Supreme Court still

It does not apply to all other per- 
sons who ere liable for the debts of the cor- 
poration. The amount to be paid by stocholders 
should be collected without delay, and add- 
ed to the amount that may from time to 
ime be on hand, for depositors. If any one is de- 
ayed it snauld be this one, for whom the corpora- 
jon existed. ani not the creditor of the corpora - 
tion. But where it clearly appears that the cor- 
ee is insolvent, this question does not rise. 
provision of the statute does not change, or 
moety. or lessen the liability of the stockholder 
as created by the charter. It does not take away 
any right of the depositor. It oniy changes his 
remedy when the bank has ceased to do business. 
If the stockholder shall not be solvent, his por- 
tion of the debts shall be borne equally by such 
stockholders as are solvent. This is only applica- 
ble to the stockholder who has not paid for his 
stock. It does not apply to the liawility of the 
stockholder underthe charter now being consid- 
ered. The stockholder is liable only to the amount 
of stock held by him. The statute (Sec, 25) says: 
Courts of equity shall have full power 
to dissolve and close up the business 
of any corporation, to appoint a 
Receiver therefor, who shall have authority to sue 
in all courte, and for all things necessary to clos- 
ing up its affairs. This language is full and com- 
prehensive, and provides for closing up everything 
connected with.the business of the bank. From 
these considerations, there is but one conclusion, 
The bank having ceased to do business, all per- 
sons who are liable, in any way, for the debts of 
the dank, should pay tothe Receiver. And if a 
proper Case is presented, by proper pleadings, anv 
rty engaged iu efforts that hinder the Receiver 
the discharge of his duties will be enjoined and 
restrained from so doing.

THE LAST DAY. 
WHERE HE SPENT TUESDAY. 

Several conflicting accounts of the doings 
of Mr. Ooolbaugh Tuesday, the day before 
he was found dead, have been made, and 
plenty of wild rumors put in circulation. It 
appears from the most careful investigation 
and comparison of all the testimony that the 
facts at tothe movements of Mr. Coolbaugh 
Tuesday are these: 

He left his home about 8 a. m., and walked 
toward the lake. 

He was seen in Hyde Park a little before 
noon, and was at that hourcoming (as he ex- 
pressed it) from seeing some land. The trip 
from the city to Hyde Park, and, possibly, his 
looking ata parcel of Jana, would account for 
2 a part of the four hours since he left 

ome. 

To come back from Hyde Park by train made 
it necessary for him to walk about uptil 1:40. 
At 8 o'clock he was on the corner of Cottage 
Grove avenue and Thirty-sixth street; also, at 
the corner of Thirty-nich street. 

Then he lapsed into doubt until between 6:30 
and 7 p. m., when he showed up at the bank. 
From there he went directly to Kern’s restau- 
rant, and seems to have left there not far from 
8 o'clock. 

A little more than an hour later he took a car 
coming toward the centre of the city, at the 


corner of Cottage Grove avenue and Thirty- 


fifth street. This would have given him just 
about time to have gone from Kern’s directly 
south ona street-car. That he should have 
come almost directly back from Thirty-fifth 
street as soon as he reached there is not exactly 
explainable. 

his trip would have brought him back to the 
centre of the city about 10 o’clock. Between 
the last-named hour d II o’clock he was 
around in front of the Grand Pacific Hotel, ap- 
parentiy looking for a hack. 

There is abedlutely no testimony to show 
where Mr. Coolbaugh was from the time he 
either did or did not get the hack untii 2:30 the 
next mgrning, which seems to be settled as 
about tle hour of his death. 

SUNDAY AFTERNOON,

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CMO, Nov. 15,—The silver dollar, so es- 
sential to the welfare of the country, is exposed 
to a new danger. The cry heretofore has been 
that the silver dollar is worth but 92 or 93 
cents, and therefore ft would be dishonest to 
pay our debts in this depreciated currency. 
Now,the very same men oppose the remonetiza- 
tion of silver because it would immediately rise 
to par, and the holders of silver buliion wculd 
make seven or eight cents on every dollar. They 
therefore pro to levy a tax on the coinage 
of silver equal to the difference between silver 
buliion and silver coin. If a tax of seven cents 
on the dollar, or any other sam, is laid on the 
coinage of silver, it will to that extent 
discourage, and perhaps entirely prohib- 
it, the coinage of silver. Gold is now 
coined free, and has the advantage over 
siiver at present in other respects. If those 
who advocate an exclusive gold basis, because 
silver is depreciated, really desire to see the two 
metals approximate in value, they ought to lay 
the tax on gold and coin the silver free. If the 
Government desires to realize the profit from 
the rise in value of silver, let her buy a hundred 
millions at once and coin it as speedily as possible. 
She could not engage in amore profitable busi- 


ness.

Authentic and reliable accounts of the 
meeting on Wednesday of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce’ deny the reports cur- 
rent in Washington that Mr. ConknING se- 
cured a victory for himself as against the 
President on the subject of the New York 
nominations.

A joint resolution was yesterday intro- 
duced in the Senate by Mr. Eaton, of Con- 
necticut, looking to an amendment to the 
Constitution that shall provide a method for 
determining all questions connected with the 
canvass of the vote for Presidential Electors. 
Mr. Earton’s plan contemplates the appoint-

| THE PRESIDENT AND THE SILVER BILL. 


It does not seem to have struck the mono- 
metal lobbyists from New York and Phila- 
delphia, who are hounding the President 
to extort a promise from him in advance that 
he will veto the Silver bill in case it passes 
Congress, that their demand is indelicate, 
impertinent, and insulting. In what sort of 
attitude would it place the President to have 
him proclaim in advance that he intended to 
veto a great measure before Congress before 
it had passed that body, and while it was 
under discussion and amendment? A Presi- 
dent who would do such a thing would 
almost deserved to be impeached. We are 
surprised that Mr. Hayrs permitted himself 
to be addressed by lobby delegations pro- 
posing so improper and insulting an act. 
He shou'd have ordered the doorkeeper to 
show them ont to the street. 

If these brokers and speculators find pleas- 
ure or profit in their pilgrimage to Washing- 
ton, they have sufficient reason for under- 
taking it; but if the President were foolish 
enough, or weak enough, to mistake their 
voice for the voice of the country, he. would 
not be so easily excused. 

The Atlantic cities are filled with specu- 
lators, stock-jobbers, and adventurers, who 
make it a part of their business to ran down 
to Washington half-a-dozen times during the 
session and help the Government ont of 
tight places. Their office and their au- 
thority are self-constituted, but are not the 
less real and dignified in their eyes on that 
account. The fact that they have not been 
elected by the people to represent any- 
body or anything does not at all militate, 
in their opinion, against their claims to be 
heard with special deference. But they are 
in the eye of the law, and according 
to the fundamental theory of our Govern- 
ment, no better than the same number of 
voters from the back counties.” They 
represent nobody and nothing but them- 
selves. The Government is intrusted not to 
them, but to a President and Congress who 
represent the whole country equally, and 
who are bound to consider the will of one 
section as weighty as that of another. 

This broker-lobby from Boston, New York, 
and Philadelphia is fast becoming a public 
nuisance. It has no particular business in 
Washington. It is not recognized in the 
laws or Constitution as the adviser of the 
President or the Senate. It is a hindrance 
to the proper discharge of the functions of 
Government, and is no more entitled to 
public sympathy or respect than any other 
lobby organized to promote special interests 
or advocate special measures. 

The origin and growth of the Eastern city 
influence in Washington have been no secrets 
in the West for many years; and to them is 
due the temporary favor which the proposi 
tion to remove the Capital enjoyed in this 
section of the country. If there were not 
reasons against moving the Capital even 
more powerful than this one in favor of do- 
ing so, there is no doubt but that the propo- 
sition would have been accepted and adopted

It is not for any New York 
delegation to pronounce a deliberate vote 
of Congress “ idiotic,” and urge the Presi- 
dent to veto it on that simple ground. 
Much more appropriate would be a vote of 
Congress: overriding any veto obtained on 
such representations. 

The questions that concern the President 
and Senate now are: (1) What do the people 
demand? and (2) Shall that demand be re- 
spected? The way to ascertain the desires 
of the people is through the votes of the pop- 
ular branch of Congress. The Buanp Silver 
bill passed in that branch by a vote that was 
simply overwhelming. The exhibition of 
strength made in that vote astonished the 
friends as well asthe enemies of the bill. 
The men who voted for the bill were chosen 
specially to express the wishes of the people 
on this particular measure. If there has 
been any change in popular sentiment since 
the Congress was elected, everybody will 
admit it has all been in favor of the bill. 
Four-fifths, if not nine-tenths, of the voters 
of this country would plump their ballots for 
the Silver bill if it were submitted to tho 
people to-morrow. The question remaining 
for the President to decide is, whether he 
will respect this expression of the popular 
will or give the preference to an unorganized 
and unauthorized company of citizens from 
Wall and Broad streets. The question is one 
of the gravest import, on which the pros 
perity of the country and the success of the 
Administration may depend. It will not do 
for the President and his constitutional ad- 
visers in such a case to mistake the screeds 
of narrow and subsidized newspapers in Bos- 
ton, New York, and Philadelphia for a free 
and intelligent statement of the popular de- 
manda, or to suppose that the Eastern in- 
finence can justify him or itself before the 
people of the West when the time for elec- 
uon returns. 


THE WAR ON WESTERN INTERESTS. 

The New York ITunes has inaugurated a 
warfare against the West and Western in- 
terests. This fact has long been apparent 
from the tenor of its articles in support of an 
exclusive gold currency, but it has been more 
recently virtually confessed by the Times in 
an article addressed to Eastern capitalists. 
The avowed purpose of the article in ques- 
tion is to discourage the practice of sending 
money to the West for investment in mort- 
gages on city property and farms; the most 
preposterous statements are made and the 
most malicious libels invented in order to 
carry out the design. The attack is aimed 
primarily at Chicago as the acknowledged 
capital of the West, and is then extended to 
the general system of farm mortgages, As 
to Chicago, the reckless statement is made 
that foreclosure sales frequently yield not 
more than a fourth or a fifth of the amount 
due by the mortgage,” and it is charged that 
„the confiding investor is the victim of 
an overvaluation that would be all but 
impossible without a certain degree of collu- 
sion between the agent acting for the mort- 
gagee and the lawyer or agent acting for the 
mortgagor.” In other words, it is charged 
that the investment agents in Chicago have 
been engaged in a conspiracy to swindle 
Eastern capitalists by a false representation 

of values. Some of the newspapers of the rival 
cities, without perceiving the real aim of the 
attack, have given circulation to these libels 
on Chicago. But that was a mere incident 
of the general design to frighten Eastern 
capitalists from all investments in Western 
mortgages. ‘‘ The Western cities generally” 
are credited with the odium of obtaining by 
way of mortgage more than the mortgaged 
property ought really to be valued at.” It is 
also charged that the same swindling opera- 
tions have been carried on in negotiating 
farm mortgages, and the Eastern capitalist is 
advised to send no more money Westward for 
inv ent in farm mortgages, except through 
chahnels strong enough to convey it back 
whén wanted.” The blow is aimed at the 
entire West, and the special attack is made 
on Chicago only because Chicago is the most 
conspicuous representative of Western inter- 
ests, 

As to the assertions about Chicago, we de- 
mand a citation of specific instances where 
sales under foreclosure have not yielded more 
than one-fourth or one-fifth of the amount 
loaned on the property. If there have been 
any such, which we shall continue to doubt 
till enough cases are pointed out to warrant 
the general statement, we venture the asser- 
tion that there has rather been collusion and 
fraud in the selling than in the negotiation of 
the loans. There may be cases where the 
sales have been made intentionally obscure, 
in order that the property might be bought 
in at a low price by the owner of the mort- 
gage with the purpose of holding a judgment 
over the mortgagor for the difference, or by 
the agent of the insurance company or cap- 
italist for himself, with the purpose of swin- 
dling both mortgagor and mortgagee. But 
that sales at the rate of one-fourth or one- 
fifth of the face of the mortgage have been 
so general as to warrant charging the prac- 
tice of over-valuation upon Chicago agents, 
is simply untrue; and such an assertion 
could only have been made with malicious 
intent. 

There has been a shrinkage in the 
value of Chicago improved property since 
the panic of from one-third to one-half, 
and it represents about the difference 
between the cost of building now 
and the cost subsequent to the fire of 
1871, with a corresponding depreciation in 
the value of real estate. Part of this shrink- 
age is represented by the increased purchas- 
ing powerof money. The greenback dollar, 
now worth 97 cents in gold, was worth only 
from 80 to 88 cents during the period between 
the fire of 1871 and the panic of 1873, when 
Chicago was mainly rebuilt; and this differ- 
ence will account for a shrinkage of from 10 
to 17 per cent in the value of property. But 
there has also been a further shrinkage on 
the gold basis, owing to the general panie 
throughout the world which has given gold 
a greater relative value, while other com- 
modities have fallen in price in proportion 
to the increased purchasing power of gold 
money. In addition to these causes must 
be counted the necessities of rebuilding 
after the fire of 1871, which made labor and 
material relatively higher in Chicago than 
elsewhere, though we have now fallen back 
on the basis of prices common throughout 
the country. But this exceptional shrinkage 
in- the case of Chicago has been offset to 
some extent by the constant enlargement of 
Chicago’s business, so that, as a matter of 
fact, the shrinkage in the value of Chicago 
property has not been so large as that of 
New York property. The difference is that 
Chicago was burned down six years ago, and 
New York was not; the owners of Chicago 
property had to borrow money with which 
to rebuild, an ordeal which New York es- 
a large part of the residence portion of New 
York—say from the Battery to the Park 
been destroyed in a day, as was the case in 
Chicago, it may be doubted whether New 


* 
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is to meet the liabilities incurred for 
rebuilding, for ‘the reason that thd 
business of New York has been on 
the decline, while that of Chicago 
has been gaining constantly, We are sure 
that, changing places, the Chicago people 
would not hasten to malign New York with 
the purpose of benefiting by its misfortune. 
But the fact ig that, where one man in Chi- 
cago has gone down under the unusual suc- 


cession of misfortunes, ten men have kept 


their heads above water, have reduced their 
mortgages where they have not paid in full, 
and have renewed their loans at a lower rate 
of interest to the satisfaction of the capi- 
talist. 

The farmers of the West have suffered in 
common with the rest of mankind from the 
general shrinkage, though the present season 
of abundant crops and active demand prom- 
ises to place them on a better footing than 
other classes of the American people. If 
there have been swindles in the sale and 
guarantee of farm mortgages, we fancy that 
they have been perpetrated mainly by agents 
and cumpanies at the East, but we cannot 
conceive that the practice, even under thege 
circumstances, has been so common as to 
call for a general warning to capitalists not 
to seek investments in Western farm mort- 
gages. It is an important feature of this 
controversy to recall the fact that 
the New York ‘Times, as the special organ 
of the Shylocks of the East, is employing all 
its influence to impair ipstead of improve the 
condition of the Western farmers. By its 
efforts to force resumption on a gold basis 
alone, it is seeking to perpetuate the present 
abnormal shrinkage of values; and, in order 
to compel Western borrowers to pay more 
than they ever cqntracted or expected 
to pay (by forcing a gold payment when the 
borrowers received greenbacks and only 
agreed to pay in gol | and silver in case of re- 
sumption), it is willing to grind the life out 
of Western communities, and deprive the 
Western farmers of the opportunity for re- 
cuperation afforded by this year’s crop, and 
the European demand therefor. There must 
still be a good deal of confidence at the East 
in the value of Western property, or the 
Times would not advocate a fiscal system 
which is pretty sure to wrench this property 
from the hands of its present owners and 
transfer it to the Eastern capitalists who 
have advanced money on it. Or is this war 
on Western interests undertaken by the Times 
in revenge for the opposition which the 
scheme of the Shylocks has received from 
Western men? 

AN ENRAGED DESTRUCTIVE. 

The editor of the Chicago 7imes persists 
in denouncing the legality of the Treasury 
orders issued by the Government of Chica- 
go. He persists in distorting the plain and 
unmistakable language of the Supreme 
Court in order to gratify his malicious 
nature. Supreme Court decisions are not to 
be interpreted in the language of the slums, 
in the vocabulary of the pot-house, or the 
slang of foul-mouthed blackguards; hence, 
the editor of the Times is never able to pre- 
sent a judicial decision in terms which are 
intelligible, or in phrases with which re- 
spectable persons are familiar. There is a 
wide difference between the language and 
the tone of the decisions of a Court and the 
decision of a referee ata dog-fight; but to 
the editor of the 7'imes they seem all the 
same. Not comprehending the dignified 
language of Chief-Justice SCHOLFIELD, of the 
Supreme Court, the Tunes declares that the 
issue of a revenue-warrant by the City Gov- 
ernment has been decided to be a “ foul”; 
and that persons having money at stake in 
the way of taxes should not pay them over, 
because the Court has declared that bets on 
the fight are off. : 

The editor of the Time perversion of the 
decision of the Supreme Court is to the 
effect that the city must collect the taxes of 


each year before it can make any expendi- 


ture for that year; and this in the face of 
the fact that the law prohibits the collection 
of the taxes of any fiscal year until nine 
months after that year has expired. Before 
the fire the city taxes were levied in June, a 
portion of the personal tax was collected in 
December following, and all the real- 
estate taxes were coilected in March. 
Under that arrangement all the city taxes 
were collected within the fiscal year. But 
the State Legislature has changed the laws. 
The fiscal year begins now in January and 
expires Dec. 31. The taxes for that 
year are not collected until September 
and November, or nine months after the 
expiration of the fiscal year. The madman 
or idiot of the Zimes insists that the tax 
shall be collected before any current expense 
shall be incurred, and pronounces any ex- 
penditure before the collection of the tax to 
be illegal and fraudulent. The Supreme 
Court has now, however, settled this ques- 
tion, that the city may issue its orders against 
the accruing tax, and pay out these orders 
as so much cash. The Times bulldozer nev- 
ertheless raves as usual, and ignorantly per- 
sists that the Court has ordered the City 
Government to suspend, and let Srorgy’s 
voluntary system go into operation. 

The editor of the Tunes has a pet theory 
which he has for years been trying to have 
put in operation in this city. He wants to 
have all Municipal Government abolished. 
He has argued over and over that there 
should be no city police, and that any person 
who wanted protection for person or proper- 
ty should hire his own protectors. He has 
advocated the disbandment of the Fire Depart- 
ment, and leaving .that service open to pri- 
vate employment. He has argued also for 
the disbandment of the public schools, 
claiming that those who wanted schools 
should hire their own teachers and pay di- 
rectly for teaching their own children. He 
has protested against any expenditure 
for water, the supply of which should be 
thrown open to private enterprise, — families 
to be supplied from carts hauling water 
from the lake and peddling it out at so much 
per pailful. He has protested against any 
more. taxes for sewers, or gas, or for re- 
pairing streets or cleaning them; he has 
seen no justification for taxation for bridges 
or tunnels, claiming, of course, that private 
ferries would be cheaper, and would estab- 


lish a new industry. Having dispensed with 


all the various branches of the City Govern. | 


ment, there would no longer be any need of 
& Mayor or Common Council, policemen, 
firemen, school-teachers, etc., and Chicago 
would be then taken care of and governed 
upon the voluntary principle; (here would be 
no taxes, no government, and no anything. 
Every man would be his own policeman, 
fireman, school-teacher; every one would 
lay his own sewers, haul his own water, 
clean his own street or not, and generally 
each citizen would be a government unto 
himself. 

This, imperfectly stated, has been the end 
sought by the editor of the Times for several 
years. To attain such a state of affairs and 
break up the City Government it is necessary, 
of course, to arrest the payment of taxes, 
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in his own ignorant, blundering way inces- 
santly. He hag demanded and begged the 
people to pay no taxes, and, as an example, 
his principal editor placed his house in a 
state of siege and for several days kept the 
_tax-collectors at bay. This was precept en- 
forced by exam ; 
The lawful, outstanding obligations of this 
city have been denounced at times to be fraud- 
ulent and dishonest, and the most vebement 
protestations made that they would never be 
paid; the public here and elsewhere was cau- 
tioned not to lend money on or to handle 
the city warrants, as they were illegal, fraud- 
ulent, void; and that not a dollar of tax 
would ever be paid to take up any such paper. 
Notwithstanding this persistent and long- 
continued war upon the city credit, and of 
this effort to Break up the Government and 
reduce Chicago to the condition of a lawless, 
unorganized community, the city credit has 
survived; the old accumulations caused by 
non-payment of tax are nearly paid off; and 
now we have the Supreme Court of the State 
specifically defining the revenue wayrants of 
this city to be constitutional and legal. All 
this is gall and wormwood to the Wells street 
repudiator. 


THE CITY REVENUE WARRANTS. 
Tue Triscune has shown that the recent 


decision of the Supreme Court of Illinois in the 
case of the City of Springfield has in a special 
manner affirmed the proceedings of the City 
Government of Chicago in the matter of 
meeting its current expenditures by orders 
upon the Treasury, payable out of the accru- 
ing taxes. The Chicago Times is thereupon 
disgusted. Its frantic appeals to the public 
not to pay any taxes; its scandalous asser- 
tions that these taxes were to pay an illegal 
debt; its mendacious attempts to break down 
the city credit, and suspend all branches of 
the City Government ; to close the schools, 
disperse the police, disband the Fire De- 
partment, cut off the water supply and the 
gas, swing the bridges open, close the tun- 
nels, and give over the city to the control of 
the thieves, cut-throats, and burgiars, are 
notorious. All these things it has advocated 
over and over again, and feels eminently dis- 
gusted whenever the Courts refuse to compel 
the Government to®disband. 

In the recent case before the Su- 
preme Court a great variety of facts 
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and circumstances existed arising under the 


peculiar provisions of the charter of the City 
of Springfield. The Government of that city 
had, from the record, glaringly violated not 
only the city charter in many particulars, but 
also the constitutional provision against cre- 
ating debts. All thie had no relation to any- 
thing in thef management of the Chicago 
finances. There is not a word of the decree 
of injunction against the City of Springfield 
which has the least application to anything 
done or to be done in Chicago. The Court 
construes the Constitution as conclusive 


against. the action taken by the City of 


Springfield. It then proceeds to state what 
the City Government might lawfully do, and 
with, as the grammarian of the Times would 
say, precision exactly,” this judicial declara- 
tion of what would be lawful is exactly 
what the City Government of Chicago has 
done, is doing, and will continue to do, in 
‘the premises. We again quote all that the 
Court had to say which bas any application 
to Chicago matters: 

Appellant contends that when Itabilttſes are 
created and appropriations are made, which are 
within the limit of the revenue accruing to meet 
them, they ate not debts within the meaning of the 
prohibition of the Constitution, and that tempo- 


rary loans are not, when witnin the limits of the 
revenue, expected to be realized. The first branch 


of this position has support in Grant vs. The City 


of Davenport et al., 36 Iowa, 396; People vs. Pa- 
checo, 7 Cal., 175; Koppekus vs. State Capitol 
Commissioners, 16 Id., 253; The State vs. Me- 
Auley, 15 Id., 455; The State vs. Medburry et al., 
7 Ohio St., 522; and State vs. Mayor, 23 La. An., 
358. . These cases maintain the doctrine 
that revenues may be appropriated in anticipation 
of their receipt as effectually as when actually in 
the Treasury; that the appropriations of moneys 
when received meet the services as they are ren- 
dered, thus discharging the liabilities as they arise, 
or rather anticipating and preventing their exist- 
ence. In this view we are only prepared to yield 
our assent to the rule recognized by the authorities 
referred to, with this qualification: (1) The tax 
appropriated must, at the time, be actually levied. 
(2) By the legal effect of the contract between the 
corporation and the individual, made at the time 
of the appropriation, an issuing and accepting of 
a warrant or order on the Treasury for its payment 
when collected must operate to prevent any lia- 
bility to accrue On the contract against’ the corpo- 
ration. 

Here it will be seen that the Supreme 
Court adopts and confirms the rnie that 
revenues may be appropriated in anticipation 
of their receipt as effectually as when 
actually in the Treasury; that the appropria- 
tions of moneys when received meet the 
services as they are rendered, thus discharg- 
ing the liabilities as they arise, or rather an- 
ticipating and preventing their existence. 
The Court, in view of the provisions of the 
State Constitution, while adopting this rule, 
added to it: (1) That the tax appropriated 
must be actually levied. (2) That the ac- 
ceptance of the warrant or order on the 
Treasury for its payment when collected 
must operate to prevent any liability against 
the city on theorder. In other words, the 
acceptance of the order on the Treasurer is 
‘to be considered, so far asthe corporation is 
concerned, an actual payment. Should the 
City Treasurer fail to pay when the tax is 
collected, the remedy of the holder of the 
warrant is to have a mandamus compelling 
him to do so, which is a much shorter and 
more certain remedy than a suit against the 
city, and judgment thereon. 

Now we have the exact definition of what 
the city may lawfully do. The tax must be 
levied ; the appropriation must be made; 
then orders on the accruing tax may be is- 
sued,—the acceptance of such orders reliev- 
ing the corporation of further liability ; and 
the holder of the order having the summary 
process of mandamus to compel the Treas- 
urer to pay the order as soon as the tax is 
collected. Had the Court intended to make 
a rule to legalize the proceedings in Chicago, 
it could not have done so moré comprehen- 
sively. The taxes are levied and the appro- 
priations are made; the orders are issued 
payable out of the specific tax levied; when 
the tax is collected, the order is paid on de- 
mand bythe Treasurer; should the Treas- 
urer refuse to pay, the nearest Court would 
compel him to do so. All these warrants on 
the Treasury are accepted by the holder 
to be paid out of the tax levied 
for that purpose when collected. Could the 
Court, upon a direct question, have more 
clearly stated the legality of all the Chicago 
orders or warrants on the Treasury? For 
thes information of those who are not fa- 
miliar with the way in which the Comp- 
troller issues these warrants, it should be 
said that the warrant when issued is final; 
it is not taken up and renewed ; once issued, 
it remains an order on the Treasury, and is 
paid the moment the tax is collected. 

We think this disposes of the malicious 
canard of the Times, that the Supreme Court 
had declared the revenue orders issued by the 
Government of Chicago to be illegal. The

SOME ASPECTS OF THE FIRE. 
There are two or three aspects of the fire 
on Wednesday evening in FID, Lerrmn & 
Co.’s establishment that deserve attention, 
the most important of which concerns the 
construction of the building. The first con- 
sideration in a huge building of this class, 
designed to hold many hundreds of thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of inflammable material, 
and from its very size and height liable to 
expose adjacent buildings to danger in case 
of fire, should be safety, and mere beauty of 
ornamentation should not be consulted ex- 
cept so far as it does not conflict with this 
condition. The unanimous testimony of 
those competent to.decide is to the effect 
that this condition was not carriedout. The 
original design of the building contemplated 
a Mansard roof, containing two storiés, but 
after the building was already in process of 
construction the firm would not consent to 
have such a huge tinder-box piled 
up over their stock, and the plan 
was reluctantly abandoned by the ar- 
chitect. A wooden floor was then laid 
upon the top joists, covered above with a 
roof, the under side being of wood and un- 
protected, and the exterior sheathed with 
galvanized-iron. This roof at its greatest 
height was five feet from the floor, thence 
sloping down to nothing. The building 
still had a tinder-box above it, only it was 
not as large as originally designed. It was 
nevertheless a sufficient and convenient area 
for the origin and progress of fire, as was 
shown in 1873, when a fire broke out in it. 
It was a long time before the locality of the 
fire could be found, and it was still longer 
before the firemen could get at it, which was 
only accomplished by knocking away the 
" plastering from beneath and boring holes 
through the roof above. In this way the 
fire was ultimately extinguished, although 
the whole building might have been destroy- 
ed had not Marshal BER known the con- 
struction of the roof. When the building 
was repaired, the roof was construct- 
ed just as before, and the fire 
broke out in the same place. There 
Was again the same diffitulty in finding 
it, even more trouble in getting at it, 
and this time the fire worked the destruc- 
tion of the establishment. In the recon- 
struction of the building, it should be made 
‘not only as absolutely fire-proof as possible 
in the interior arrangements of the floors, 
but this roof should be made of metal, and, 
if a space must be left between the roof and 
top floor, that space should contain no wood- 
work, and should be accessible. The roof 
and the demi-story below, however, were not 
the only vulnerable points. The whole inte- 
rior was of wood, with the exception of the 
columns that supported the various ‘floors, 
and the large rotunda in the centre and the 
two elevator ways on the south side Of the 
building not only furnished flues for draft, 
bat convenient outlets for the blazing mate- 
rial to drop from story to story. 

The conduct of the Fire Department is 
deserving of the highest praise. They were 
not called to the fire until it had gained 
furious headway, and even then much time 
was lost in finding its exact locality and 
gaining access to the building. The very 
height of the building, reaching ninety-one 
feet to the cornice, was a serious obstable in 
their way. There were no ladders of suffi- 
cient length.to reach the top story, and, al- 
though some of the streams entered the 


cient force at that height to be effective., 
There was. plenty of water from the mains, 

and the steamers were run at their highest 

pressure. In fact, all that human skill 

could do to save the building was done, and 

some brave fellows gave up their lives in the 

effort, but it was of no avail. Notwithstand- 

ing this, the Department is entitled to the 
highest credit for its work, as well as the 

police and insurance patrol for the system- 

atic way in which so many goods were saved 

from destruction by fire as well as depreda- 

tions of thieves. 

It. is fortunate for the business interests of 
the city that the firm of Fro, Leiter & 
Co. has resources sufficient to meet the loss, 
and that, while they will suffer principally 
from the interruption of business, they will 
soon be prepared to resume again in new and 
commodious quarters. The losses are spread 
over 184 insurance companies, averaging a 
little over $5,000 to each, the largest amount 
in any one company being but $10,000. The 
firm has already secured new quarters, which 
they will occupy until their old building is 
ready again, and early yesterday morning 
commenced moving into it,—asignal instance 
of the enterprise and energy of this great 
Western house.

AT OMAHA. 
THE CITY STARTLED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Omana, Nev. 15.—An earthquake shock 
visited Omaha and vicinity at about twenty-five 
minutes to 12 o’clock this morning. It was 
pretty generally felt all over the city, both by 
the people on the streets and in buildings. In 
large buildings especially the shock was very 
distinctly feit, creating intense excitement 
among the occupants, and causing a rush for 
the doors. The shake lasted from half a 
minute to a minute and a half, according to 
statements -of different parties. Most of the 
excitement occurred at the Post-Oflice Building. 
The United States Circuit Court was in session 
in the large court-room on the third floor. The 
pro rata case of the Kansas Pacific and Denver 
Pacific Railroads versus the Union Pacific was 
occupying the attention of the court. Judge 
Usber was just opening the case for the plain- 
tiffs, when suddenly a large clock on the wallat 
the back of the Judge’s seat 

SWUNG TO AND FRO, 
large chandeliers suspended from the ceiling 
swayed this way aud that, and a general vibra- 
tion of the whole building was noticed. A gen- 
eral pauicensued. Judge Usher stopped short 
in his argument. The numerous crowd sprang 
to their feet and started forthe door. In the 
Offices below, and especially in the Internal 
Revenue Department, nearly all the occupants 
were startied, and 
MADE FOR THE DOORS. 

In fact, there was hardly a person in the build- 
ing but what felt the shock. At first, huwever, 
only a few seemed to understand what was the 
matter. Tables moved, chairs rocked, and men 
themselves were shaken from head to foot. 
Persons who were on their feet at the time 
weakened at the knees, and some became faint 
at the stomach. 

Sunilar scenes occurred at the County Court- 
House, where the Dougias County District 
Court was in session. The building vibrated 
slightly, but sufliciently to give nearly every- 
body a scare. 

In the County Clerk’s office the clock was 
moved about an inch, and some plants 
waved as if beiug blown by a slicht breeze. 

At tbe military headquarters the shock 
caused the iumates of the house to make a start 
for out-doors. 

In the upper stories of the Grand Central 
Hotel the shock 

CAUSED SOME LITTLE SENSATION. 
In the upper stories of Caldwell Mock. Central 
Block, and Creightov Block the earthquake was 
distinctly felt. Atthe smelting works, iv tbe 
lumber yards, and in the Union Pucitic head 
quarters building it was very strong, especially 
in the latter structure, where many of the em- 
ployes in the second and third stories ran out of 


the offices, thinking that a heavy safe that was 


being hoisted to the second story bad fallen, 
and a few of the clerks thought the building 
was tumbling down, uud went outside to satisly 
themselves.

FINANCIAL. 


The slowness of collections and trade in the in- 
terior has added perceptibly to the demand from 
city and country customers for accommodation. 
Trade in al) directions is quiet, and there is little 
er no call for funds with which to carry out new 
enterprises or enlarge those already established. 
Rates of discount were 8@10 per cent at the banks 
to regular customers, and on the street call loans 
were 6 per cent. and time loans 768 per cent. The 
orders for New York exchange were larger from 
the country. Large sales were made between 
banks at 50c per $1,000 premium. The clearings 
were $3, 400, 000. 

PRESENT CONDITION OF THE CONTINENTAL LIFE. 

The present Receiver of the Continental Life is 
John P. O'Neill. ue was appointed May 10 by 
Judge Westbrook, and the order of the Coart di- 
rected the Receiver to deposit the assets of the 
Company with the United States Trust Company 
of New York whenever and as often as they 
shall reach the sum of $10,000." Proceedings 
have been taken to foreclose all mortgages on 
which the interest has not been paid regularly, and 
which has been appraised at less than the face 
amount. The remaining mortgages, that pay 7 
per cent regularly, have not been distarbed. There 
has been collected, as evidence of claims, about 
12; 000 policies of the 20,000 in force at the time 
the Company was first placed in the hands ofa Re- 
ceiver. Attorneys in New York hold about 5, 000 
more of these poiicies. No limit has yet been fixed 
by the Court beyond which the Receiver might not 
accept evidences of indebtedness from policy- 
holders. Mr. O'Neill hopes that he will be able to 
declare a good dividend within the next six 
months. 

FAILURE OF THE BANK OF 
TRACT GOLD. 

The London Times of a recent date admits that 
the Bank of England has failed so far in its attempts 
to replenish its gold reserves. It says: 

Although no gold has been demanded for export 
for a fortnight. the bank's position has not so sen- 
sibly improved as to enable the Directors to aban- 
don a protective attitude. One of the two meas- 
nies adopted to recover the gold which is wanted 
to strengthen the reserve has been exhausted with- 
out material effect so far. The outside value of

It is plain, 
however, that the principal speculators are throw- 
ing overboard some of their ballast in order the 
longer to carry their special favorites, Central & 
Hudson and Lake Shorc.

The season of winter storage on grain has becun. 
Former rates prevail, except that on all grain re- 
ceived from this date the accumulation of charges 
will stop at 4c till the close of the term, —five 
months hence. Regular deliveries now are those 
which carry with them the charges for winter stor- 
age; the charges accumulated before the beginning 
of the winter term (if any) being deducted from 
the selling price of the grain. 

The official dispatcL from New York yesterday 
stated that the quantity of wheat afloat in that 
harbor is small. This may be regarded as effect- 
ually disposing of the rumor that it amounts to 
2,000, 000 bu. or thereabouts. A prominent operator 
here paid $50 afew days ago to have the matter 
examined, and the result wasa report that stocks 
afloat in New York harbor were then small. 

The motion teretire lapsing membership in the 
Board of Trade, at the pleasure of the Board, is 
being rather extensively discussed by the mem- 
bers. About the only objection raised to the mo- 
tion is that the Directors will probably reduce the 
buying price to about $110, that being the 
present equitable ownership of each mem- 
ber, while the selling price outside now 
ranges at $300@350. It is stated in answer 
to this that the price will not de reduced to that 
figure, and that the Board could weil afford to pay 
more than the present selling price, in order to re- 
» duce the membership, and correspondingly reduce 
the fierce competition for business which has cut 
down commissions in some cases to an unreason- 
ably low point. It is also stated that under pres- 
ent arrangements aman from the country, who 
would otherwise trade through other members, can 
now buy up a ticket. traue on it for two or three 
months, and then resell it, without even having 
paid an annual assessment. A reduction in the 
membership would also obviate the necessity of 
further enlarging the room in which the Board 
transacts its business. 

The rates of marine insurance were advanced 
yesterday to $2.50 per $100.00 for steamers, and 
$3.00 per do for sai) vessels to Buffalo. The rate 
to Lake Ontario ports is now $3.50, and to 
Montreal $4.00 per $100. 00. 

The leading produce markets were again steady 
yesterday, with rather less doing, and a firmer 
tone except in oats, though New York was gen- 
erally easier on breadstufle. There was a good 
shipping demand for wheat and corn, and orders 
for oats were withdrawn, or limited below cur- 
rent quotations. Freights were quiet, chiefly be- 
cause the volume of good wheat and corn offered 
for sale was small. 

There seemed to be a good many shipping orders 
for wheat. mostly smal! lots for interior points. 
The continued good request for our wheat some- 
what surprises the bears, who have been disap- 
pointed for three months past in seeing the wheat 
absorbed as fast as it came to hand, and more 
warted, though our receipts from the new crop 
have been large. The key to the situation is found 
in the fact that the world was bare of old wheat by 
the time the new was ready for market. 

Arders for dry goods were numerous and liberal, 
and the volume of business was larger than the ay- 
erage for the time of year. Prices were again 
quoted steady. There was a fair movement in 
staple and fancy groceries at generally well-sus- 
tained prices. Coffees and rice were easy. Sugars 
were steadier. Teas were quict and firm. In the 
batter market there was à fair degree of activity, 
and good to fancy grades were fairly firm. Com- 
mon and inferior descriptions were neglected and 
weak. No improvement in the cheese murket was 
Observable. There was a small demand at 126 lage 
tor good to best grades. Fish and dried fruits 
were unchanged. Oils met with a fair demand, 
and, excepting lard oi], which was lower, no 
changes were noted. Bagging, leather, coal, and 
wood were unchanged. 

The cargo-lumber market was quiet aud un- 
changed. The offerings were small, and few buyers 
appeared at the docks. The yard market was 
moderately active and steady. 4 et 
lumber, which was some time ago, is 
‘moving out of the Yards, and the daily demand

Here is shown a probable deficiency in the sup- 
plies which England may receive from foreign 
countries of more than 3,000,000 cwt. Thestocks 
in the United Kingdom were nearly 1,000,000 cwt 
less on the Ist of September last than on the lat of 
September, 1876. This increases the deficiency to 
fully 4, 000,000 cwt, or about 9 per cent, and it is 
sufficiently large to be worthy of consideration. 
Higher prices may cause an increase of shipments 
from many sources, and the sudden termination of 
the Russo-Turkish war may open supplies that can- 
not now be reached. But these matters are in the 
future. We simply take the situation as we find 
it; and it certainly does not promise such an excess 
of supplies of four and wheat that prices below the 
average can be reasonably expected.

Our experiences have been very sad and dread- 
ful, and we have paid dearly for the temerity 
and obstinacy with which we held on. You 
might eull all the terrible experiences that 
African travelers relate in their books, and 
united they would scarcely present such a list of 
difficulties ds we could show. Our losses, 
nevertheless, have not been so great compa ra- 
tively. Our journey's length from Nyangwe is 
pearly 1,800 miles; our losses in men are one 
European and thirty-four Wanguana. 

THE COURSE OF THE CONGO. 

The entire area the Congo drains embraces 
about 860,000 Square miles. Its source is in that 
high plateau south of Lake Tanganytka, in a 
country called Bisa, or Ubisa, by tne Arabs. 
The principal tributary feeding Bemba Lake is 
in Chambezi, a broad, deep river, whose ex- 
treme sources must be placed about longitude 
$3 deg. east. Bemba Lake, called Bang- 
weolo by Livingstone, its ‘discoverer, is 


a large body of shallow water, about 
§.400 square miles in extent. It is the 


residuum of an enormous lake that in very 
ancient times must have occupied an area of 
500,000 square miles, until by some great con- 
vulsion the western maritime mountain-chain 
was riven asunder, and the Congo began to 
roar through the fracture. Issuing from Bemba 
Lake, the Congo is known under the name of 
Luapula, which, after a course of nearly 200 
miles, empties into Lake Mweru, a body of 
water occupying an area of about 
1,800 square miles. Falling from 
Mweru, it receives the name of Lualaba from 
the natives of Rua. In Northern Rua it re- 
ceives an important affluent called the Kam- 
alondo. Flowing in a direction north by west, 
it sweeps with a breadth of about 1,400 yards 
by Nyangwe, Manyema, in latitude 26 de 
15 minutes 45 seconds south, longitude 36 de- 

5 minutes east, and has an altitude of 
about 1,450 feet above the ocean. 

ITS MANY NAMES. 


At Nyangwe, Manyema, the ‘Congo is distin- 


guished by various names. The Arabs and Wan- 
guapa call it the Ugarowa. The Wagubha car- 
riers pronounce the name Lualaba, emphasizing 
the second sylfable. The natives of Nyanrwe, 
also emphasizing the second syllable, call it 
Lualawa, while the Northern Wagenya distinctly 
pronounce the name as Ruarowa. To prevent 
confusion, however, it is best to adopt the 
spelling given by the European discoverer of 
the river, viz.: Lualaba. A few hours north of 
Nangwe the alaba inclines east of north. It 
meets im ents. High spurs from the 
Uregga Hills bristie across the river, and wild 
scenes Of falls and foamy water meet the eye. 
Near these cataracts very in.practicable say- 
ages are found, who resentin a ferocious man- 
ner the appearance of strangers. Arabs have 
paid terribly for their intrusion. 
ASSORTED TRIBES. 

Along the river-Banks on both sides dwell the 
fishermen, called Wagenya by the Arabs, and 
Wenya,—provounced Wainya by themseives,— 
a most singular tribe, singularly cowardly, but 
also singularly treacherous and crafty. and 
utterly impenetrable to the usual sof@soap,” 
„ gugar and-honey style. North of Uvinza 
is a powerful tribe of another kind, of su- 

rior mettie; not habitually cannibalistic, 

ut very aggressive. Each time Arabs have 
ventured to exter their region, they have met 
with decided repuise. This tribe is called by 
the Arabs Warongora’ Meno, by themselves 
Webroire. ‘They thabit a large extent of 
country on the right bank. On the left bank 
are still the Wagenya, which, as you proceed 
west, introduce you to the warlike Bakusu, 
where, at all hours, the traveler must be a man 
of action. Lpon these gentry the approaches of 
a whole congress of Bishops and missionaries 
could have no effect, except as native “roast 
beef.” The Luataba you hear now in plain ac- 
cents caliei Ruwarowa. It still clings to longi- 
tude 26 deg. east. It begins to receive great 
affuents, the principal of which along the right 
bank are the Lira, rmeli or Lindi, the Lowa, 
and the Kankora. On the left bank are the 
Ruiki, the Kasuka, and the Sumaini, though 
there aré scores of crecks and streams constant-

THE BASIN OF THE CONGO. 

As I have stated above, in rough numbers the 
entire area drained by the River of Congo. or 
the River Kwango, as it should be called, is 
about 560,000 square miles, 350,000 of which is 
almost taken up entirely by the great basin ly- 
ing between the lake and maritime regions. 
The length of the r about 42,900 miles, 
divided thus: From the source to Nyaugwe, 
1,100 miles, from Nyangwe to the 
nearly 1,800 miles.

us ou the East Coast as the Masika. While the 


flood is of great advantage to the navigation 
above thecataracts of the maritime region, where 
the river assumes a lacustrine breadth, it vastly 
ine its terrors at the cataracts, because 
of the trebled fury with which the swollen 
waters sweep down the steep incline of its bed 
through the rocky narrows to the sea. The 
depth of the rise varies naturally, owing to the 
great disproportion of the breadth of the 
stream. Up river it is about eight feet, but in 
the narrows it is from twenty to fifty feet. In 
some places of the cataract district the rise was 
as much as fifteen inches per diem. but then 
the river was at that point only 500 yards 
wide. Whatever efforts may be made by 
the explorer in future in the commercial 
development of this river no one need try to 
ascend through any part of the cataract region 
by means of any kind of floating vessel. it 
might be done, since very few things are impos- 
sibilities; but the ascent mainly must be over- 
jJand, as nothing floating could climb six, ten, 
twenty, and twenty-tive-foot falls. Besides, 
even where there are neither falls nor foaming 
rapids the rush of water through the rocky 
narrows is so great that it would be a Sisyphean 
labor altogether. 
THE NILE AND THE CONGO. 

The Congo River is the Amazon of Africa, 
the Nile is the Mississippi While the latter 
bas greater length, the Congo could furnish 
water to three niles. It requires enormous 
breadth or great depth to restrain all this im- 
petuosity. Though the Nile is a valuable river 
for commerce, the Congo is still better. 


Tne former has its course frequently 
interrupted by cataracts, but the Congo 
fortunately has all its falls and rapids 


in twofseries,—tbe upper, between east longi- 
tude 2 deg. and 26 deg., connisting of six great 
falis, terminating all navigation that might be 
established above the lower series, which consist 
of sixty-two important falls and rapids, though 
there are many minor rapids I do not think nec- 
essary to include in the list. 
A POPULOUS TRADING REGION, 

Unce above the lower cataracts, we have the 
half of Africa before us with no interruption, 
and not, like the Lower Nile regions, deserts of 
sand, but one vast, populous plain,—so populous, 
indeed, that,. excepting Ugogo, I know no part 
of Africa so thickly inhabited. The usual term 
village is a misuomer for most of the collections 
of dwellings; they are towns in some places two 
miles long, with one or more broad streets be- 
tween the rows of neat, well-built houses. The 
houses are superior to anything in East Central 
Africa. The natives are different also. Every 
thought seems engrossed with trade, and fairs 
and markets are established everywhere.

A Store in North Star, Near Pittsburg, 


Completely Gutted by 


Great Hunt by Citizens After the 
Thieves, Eight in 
Number. 


Their Capture, with the Aid of 


Smoke, Without Loss 


of Life. 
Account of the Lynching of 
Proctor, at Indianola, 
lowa. 


ANOTHER MURDERER LYNCHED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tritrune. 

Des Morngs, Ia., Nov. 15.— Reuben Proctor, 
the man suspected of shooting Miss Cadigan in 
Belmont, Warren County, was taken from jail 
at Indianola yesterday morning to the nearest 
Justice to the scene of the crime for examina- 
A large crowd had gathered when the 
Sheriff and prisoner arrived, about 10 o’clock, 
and it was evident there was trouble brewing. 
At the opening of court it was reported that 
the girl was but just alive, when it was sug- 
gested that the court adjourn to the bouse to 
take ber dying declaration. To this a strong 
objection was made by the crowd, accompanied 
with hurried consultations among them, but 
finally the crowd cousented on a pledge of the 
Court avd officers that Proctor should be 
brought back, and the prisoner was taken be- 
fore Miss Cadjran and identified as one of the 
three masked men who attempted to rob her 
father’s house, and by one of whom sbe was 
shot while ejecting him from the house. 
She had known Proctor several years, 
and he passed the house every day. She 
knew bis dress, walk, and voice. He had fre- 
quently visited the house within a few weeks, 
and at each visit was peculiarly anxious to find 
out whetber be had sold his farm, hogs, and 
grain, and how much he got for them, if he got 
the money, etc. Oa the night of the attack a 
man walked into the house with a mask on, and, 
without a word, drew a pistol and pointed it at 
her. Sbe sprang to him, caught the pistol, and 
pushed it down, when it was discharged, and 
the ball entered her right breast. She tore off 


the mask, and fourd the man’s face blackened, 


so she did vot recognize him. She pushed him 
out-doors, when he fired again, the ball entering 
her hand As he went out the door an- 
other man outside said: “ How do you like 
that?“ and that man was Reuben Proctor. 
At the close of ber deposition, the Court 
started back, and, when about half way, was 


met by a crowd of about 300, led by two men 


with ropes over their shoulders. Surrounding 
the prisoner, thef returned to the Justice’s 
office, where other evidence was taken, corrob- 
orating Miss Cardigan’s testimony and fixing 
the crime on Proctor, until Court adjourned to 
supper. After supper the Sheriff was notified 
that he would bave to surrender Proctor. The 
Sheriff attempted to resist, when a rope was 
thrown over Proctor’s neck, the crowd closed in 
around him, keeping back the officers, and he 
was run across the street, the rope thrown over 
a crossbeam oi a pair of scales, and he was 
quickly run up. After he had hung about fif- 
teen minutes, the leader of the vigilants told 
them they could disperse until called out again. 
He made a speech, which was responded to by a 
citizen, who tendered. thanks for the work 
they had done. Proctor’s body was taken dowh 
and an inquest held, the verdict being that he 
came to his death by hauging by unknown men. 
Proctor spoke not a work. Not one of the 
crowd were masked. No attempt was made at 
disguise. The work was done openly and em- 
phatically. Proctor was 25 vears old, apd one 
of the worst men in the country. Two brothers 
are in the Penitentiary, and all have been iden- 
tified with murder, robbery, and various crimes 
for years, until the indignant people could bear 
no more, and are determined to rid the country 
of all such.

GREAT THIEF-H UNT.

PitrspurG, Pa., Nov. 15.—Last Tuesday 
night the little village of North Star, some, six- 
teen miles from this city, near the Beaver Coun- 
ty line, was the scene of a bold and daring rob- 
bery. On Wednesday morning Mr. George W. 
Jardine, of the firm of Jardine & Bros., on 
visiting his store was met with the evidence of 
a burglary having been committed, The door 
was standing open. Entering the building, he 
found that a wholesale removal of their goods 
had taken place. A further examination re- 
vealed the fact that Messrs. dardines’ two 


horses had been taken, also his spring- 
wagon, in which they conveyed their plunder 


to the Ohio River. The horses were equipped 
with a full set of harness belonging to Mr. 
William C. Wilson, living near, the cost of 
which was from $75 to $80. Messrs. McFarland 
Bros., near the same place, also lost two horses. 
Further search being instituted, it was found 
that the Post Ollie in the place, called the 
North Star Post-Office, had also been visited, 
but whether anything was abstracted has not 
yet been ascertained. As soon as the news of 
the robbery was made public it spread like wild- 
fire throughout the country. Teligrams were 
immediately sent to Pittsburg, Steubenville, 
and other points; giving notification: to the 
proper authorities of the affair, and a vigorous 
pursuit of the daring burglars, eight in number, 
was at once set on foot. This morning the pur- 
suing party sighted their prey, out in the river, 
in a boat, near Smith’s Ferry. They procured a 
skiff and started in pursuit. The burglars then 
turned their boat toward the shore, on reaching 
which they jumped out and took tothe woods, 
For the distance of about-a mile a general fusil- 
aie was kept up by the fiving brigands upon 
their followers without doing any damage. 
The citizens turned out and joined the pursuing 
party. They now took the railroad, and, divest- 
ing themselves of their baggage, ran up toward 
an old coal-pit in which four of the party took 
refuge, while the other four were, by this time, 
in the hands of the officers of the law. How to 
get those underground fellows out was now the 
question, which was soon decided by some of 
the party suggesting the plan of smoking them 
out. This was attempted by burning some 
straw with some gunpowder shaken over 
it, but was found not sufficient. By another 
suggestive remark carbon oi} wag added to the 
articles of expulsion, which, after being tried 
and no signs 6f surrender, sulphur was named 
as the surest specific. The inmates of the 
buiiding could héar the conversation outside, 
and, when the name suiphur was heard, they 
came staggering out through the blinding 
smoke, and meekly surrendered, begging not to 
be shot. The “nippers” were immediately 
put on them and a general search was 
given them. It was found that they 
all’ had heavy-calibre revolvers; which they 
had taken from Jardine Bro’s. store, also 
razors, watches, gloves, etc., belonging to the 
store. The arrests were made by officers Ded- 
sin. Lazarus, Reno, and Freoch, of, Rochester, 
about a half-mile from Smith's Ferry, between 
10 and 11 o’clock this forenoon. The arrested 
gave their names respectively as John Young, 
George Kent, J. Casey, William Davis, Henry 
Hans, John Morris, William Rivers, and Will- 
jam Marlin: Hans and Morris are boys, seem- 
ingly about 16 years of age. while the balance 
are young men from the age of 20 to 30 years.

The manner in which the schr Magellan was lost, 
with all on board, still continues a mystery. A 
dispatch to the Post last evening was as follows: 

MANITowoc, Nov. 15.—Experts and ex enced ves- 
gel- men have been bere and have quietiy bat thorough- 
ly examined the wreck of the Magellan, and have un- 
hesitatingly come to the conclusion that there has been 
a collision; that the unfortunate vessel was cut down 
by some heavier craft. Investigation will soon be com- 
menced, and it is to be hoped the 
found. It seems almost improbable that f she was run 
down by a steamer the fact could remain hidden, 
some one must eventually tell the tale of the tragedy. 
if there was acollision. The boat of the lost vessel has 
not yet been found, The experts that have made the 
examination are surprised at the appearance of the 
spars. They are broken sharp off, and other parts of 
the wreck indicate they were destroyed by a shock. 

The Captain of the prop Missouri states that his 
vessel did not collide with the Magellan. His 
cargo was shifted by the storm, and he put into 
Milwaukee to trim it. 

The tug Starke Brothers found the scow Milton 
on Tuesday, but when off Port Washington the 


tow-line parted several times owing to the sea, 
and as night was coming on and the tug was getting 
short of fuel, she retarned. Wednesday morning 
the tugs Welcome and Holton were dispatched to 
the wreck, and a lelegram received from Sheboygan 
announced that they had towed it into harvor 
there, and wonld leave for Milwaukee at the first 
favorabie opportunity. 

The tag Oswego returned to Detroit Wednesday 
from Cranberry Reef, Lake Erie, without the schr 
Ben Franklin. which could not be pumped out fast

Franklin is not in bad shape, except her leak, 
which is evidently a big one, but her position is 
dangerous and she is liable to be broken up by 
storms.

MORE NEW STEAMERS,

EXPLOSIVE PETROLEUM. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 15.—L. C. Carran, of the 
firm of Carran & Co., oil dealers here, was ar- 
rested to-day on a warrant sworn out by the United 
States Vessel Commissioner stationed at Detroit, 
charged with sending light carbon oi) on passenger 
vessels, contrary to the United States law. It ie 
claimed by the prosecution that on the 12th. and 
again on the 24th, of October this firm sent refined 
petroleum, which, according to a test made, will 
ignite at from 40 to 70 degrees Fahrenheit, which 

marked lubricating oil” in one instance 
ma machinery oi!” in the other. This 
in Detroit, who, 
it is claimed, on account of ite 
very poor quality. were enabled to sell much lower 
than competitors, and thus attracted the attention 
of the authorities. Machinery and lubricating oils 
will not ignite under 300 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
are thus considered safe to ship. No refined 
petroleum can be carried on passenger steamers 
igniting under 110 degrees, and then only with 
direct permission of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Defendant claims that he bought the oil for a good 
uality. and that it was shipped during his absence. 
Tue penalty for violating this law is imprisonment 
of not more than eighteen months and a fine of not 
more than $2,000. The prisoner was held in $1, 500 
bonds.

‘The institution 
needed money,.but he did not propose to beg, 
yet he could not but notice the magnificent gift 
of Mr. Lewis, lately deceased, of half a million 
dollars for the benefit of a polytechnic school 
to be established on certain conditions named 
in his will. As he understood the will, 
the benefits to the proposed school were post- 
poned ten or fifteen years, which he thought 
was a mistake, for to provide for the future it 
was necessary to look at the present and imme- 
diate want. The amount donated, he thought, 
would be of more real benefit now than three 
times the amount would be ten or fifteen years 
hence. Crime and wrong, he believed, would 
multiply with greater rapidity than would this 
fund Were its trustees ever so discreet and 
wise, and it the Athenwum had waited for its 
riches to multiply, or for the interest on its con- 
tributions to make up such a munificent gift, 
it would amount to little, and scarcely have 
had an existence to-day. 

THE BOARD OF GOVERNMENT, 
through Mr. Forbush, submitted its report for 
the year. It set forth the objects and aims of 
the Atheneum in detail, and was necessarily 
lengthy.

GOV. CULLOM V8. THE COMMISSIONERS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cui1caGao, Nov. 14.— The recent arguments be- 
fore qudge Moore on the motion to dissolve the 
injunction issued to restrain the Governor and 
his recent appointees of members of the West 
Chicago Park Commissioners from interfering 
with the old Board of Commissioners, has ex- 
cited considerable interest in this community, 
especially among officers holding under the ap- 
pointment of the Governor. 

If the Governor has the power, under the 
Constitution, to remove for cause any of his ap- 
pointees from office for “‘incapacity, neglect of 
duty, or malfeasance,’ how shall it be deter- 
mined the cause exists, if this is to be deter- 
mined by the Governor, without a wr - and 
an opportunity afforded the officer of oilering 
evidence in his defense? Why does not the 
Constitution authorize the Governor to remove 
at will or pleasure? If his act cannot be re- 
viewed by the judiciary, his appointees hold 
their office at the will and during the pleasures 
of the Governor, do they not? 

in the case of the West Chicago Park Com- 
missioners, the act under which they were or- 
ganized was approved Feb. 29, 1569, but was not 
in force until approved by a vote of the leral 
voters of the Town of West Chicago. Very 
properly, it would seem, as they were the only 
parties to be affected by the act, and tneir vote 
accepting the act was deemed their consent to 
submit to be taxed for the pur 8 specified in 
the act, and, as the voters of the town were the 
only persons to be affected by the operations of 
the act, it was properly and wisely provided in 
the act that the Commissioners to be appointed 
by the Governor, for the purpose contemplated 
by the act, should be subject to removal for 


incapacity, neglect of duty, or maifeasance in | 


office, on complaint of ten reputabie free- 
holders, resident of the Town vf West Chicago, 
to the Circuit Court of Cook County, before 
whom the question of incapacity, neglect of 
duty, or malfeasance in office is to 
be tried. In the nature of the case, 
no material injury, or irreparable injury, 
would ensue from the delay incident to this 
mode of procedure to remove an unfaithful 
Commissioner,and there would seem to be great 
propriety in relegating the quéstion of removai 
to the parties immediately interested and who 
are on the spot, and therefore in a better condi 
tion to judge of acts affecting their own inter- 
ests than the Governor possibly can be. 

The prerogative for which the Governor con- 
tends seems rather more than kingly. He says 
to four of the Commissioners, Lou do not 
possess the kind of qualification reauisite for 
the discharge of the duties.“ How does he 
arrive at this conclusion! Why there is a want 
of ment any A in the Board of Commissioners, and 
therefore the majority on the Board are incom- 
petent, neglectful of duty, or guilty of mal- 
feasance in office, and his judgment is infalliple, 
and cannot be reviewed by the judiciary. It 
scems the Governor not only claims 
the prerogative of removal on his m- 
fallible judgment and appointing others in 
their gtead, but it is understoud has issued 
his letter (whichis to be accepted asa com- 
mand by the other Commissioners) to one of his 
appointees for Commissioners, recommending 
him as a suitable person for Secretary of the new 
Board of Commissioners.

„Dollars of our Fathers.“ Persons 
of mature age, with average com- 
mon- sense, will tell you that the 


„% Dollar of our Fathers was also the dollar of 
our grandfathers, of our great-grandiathers, of 
their grandfathers and great-grandfathers, and 
that silver pieces were the currency of our fore- 
fathers and ancestors through every generation 
back and up to Father Abraham,—for which, as 
Captain Cuttle would say, ‘ overhaul the Book 
of Genesis.“ 

Early in the present month, a convention of 
bankers was held in this city. From that in- 
telligent body of experienced and practical 
financiers, I anticipated an expression favoring 
resumption upon a constitutional basis. As a re- 
sult of its deliberations, the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Conven- 
tion, silver money, as a subsidiary currency, is de- 
sired by the peuple, and that its free and not en- 
forced use will greatly aid in restoring the value of 
our paper money. 

Even this qualified concession from a con- 
vention of bankers seems to have been extort- 
ed. The people having with entire unanimity 
joyfaliv welcomed back a silver currency, the 
bankers graciously yield us the use of subsidiary 
silver, provided that its circulation is not en- 
forced. Perhaps the people ought to be grate- 
ful for so much, Lut as we obtained and enjoy 
subsidiary silver without their aid, I, for one 
shall withhold the expression of my thankful- 
ness. Mr. Hayes, a Vetroit- banker, who favor- 
ed the adoption of this resolution, fortitied his 
own opinion of the worthiessness of silver as 
moncy by a Scriptural reference, as follows: 

Mr. Hayes, in support of that resolution, said: 

I wish to read a paper embodying an opinion on 
the silver question that is considerably older than 
we are: And all the drinking vessels of King 
Solomon were of gold, and all the vessels of the 
honse of the forest of. Lebanon were of pure gold, 
none were of silver, It was not anything account- 
ed of in the days of Solomon. II. Chronicies, ix., 
9.“ [Applause] 

The Scriptural wisdom of the Detroit banker 
was emphastzed by applause, and the resolution 
was forthwith adopted. In the published pro- 
ceedings of the Bankers“ Convention, Mr. 
Hayes’ Scriptural reference appears to have been 
accepted as, evidence that, in the days of Solo- 
mon, silver, as money, was not anything ac- 
counted of.” The true reading of the Scrip- 
tural quotation shows that the drinking-vessels 
in the days of Solomon were of gold, and that 
fur such and other ornamental purposes silver 
was not anything accounted of:’’ but it will 
be seen, by the Scriptural authorities which fol- 
low, that silver was “ accounted of ” as mone 
not only in the days of Solomon, but during al 
the centuries comprehended in the Old and New 
Testaments, from Genesis to Revelations. 
Abraham’s purchase of a burial-place is thus 
recorded in Genesis: 

Chap. XXIII., 15th and 16th verses: ‘‘ My 
Lord hearken unto me; the land is worth four 
hundred shekels of silver; what is that betwixt 
me and Thee! bury therefore thy dead. And 
Abraham hearkened anto Ephron, and Abra- 
ham weighed to Ephron the silver which he bad 
named in the audience of the Sons of Heth, four 
hundred shekels of silver, current money with the 
merchants. "’ 

Silver, therefore, as early after the flood as 
we have any account, was, according to the 
Book of Genesis, “current money with the 
merchants.’ Again, in the xxth chapter of 
Genesis, i6th verse: And unto Sarah be said, 
Behold, I have given thy brother a thousand 

ieces of silver.“ The story of Joseph, which 

ruishes further Scriptural evidence of the use 
of silver as a money standard, possesses a 
value so very much higher that it cannot be

THE STATE OF TEXAS. 


A Proper Subdivison of Texas--Readjust- 
ment of Boundary Lines Between Restored 
Virginia and the States of Ohio and Mary- 
land—Retrocession of the District of Co 
lumbia to Maryland—Consolidation of 
Rhode Island with Connecticut and Mas- 
sachusetts, Delaware with Maryland, and 
New Hampshire with Vermont. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Noy. 10.—It has been repeatedly 
suggested that the present State of Texas should 
be divided into at least four States. Such divis- 
ion within a few years would be reasonable and 
just, if mere extent of territory were alone to 
be considered; but it is well known that nearly 
the whole of Texas west of the 100th meridian 
is a semi-desert, and incapable of sustaining 
any but the most meagre population. Time 
may develop some means of irrigation by which 
this district may become habitable; but how, 
and when, are in the distant future. Congress 
might take the initiative, and pass an enabling 
act authorizing the State of Texas to cede to 
the United States, for a nominal consideration, 
ail of her territory west of said 100th meridian, 
and consenting to the division of the remaining 
territory into two States, dividing upon the line 
of the Zist parallel of north latitude. 
A glance at acorrect map will show that such 
cession and division would make but slight dis- 
turbance of county lines, and make the two 
States of North and South Texas of nearly 
equal dimensions, having about 80,000 square 
miles in each, or 25 per cent larger than Georgia 
and Wisconsin, but not likely to exceed them in 
population within the next 100 years, if ever. 
People living near the division line would 
necessarily be oecupied with similiar pursuits, 
but the southern of the two States would no 
doubt make cotton and sugar planting the lead- 
ing industry of its inhabitants, while in the 
northern State, grain apd live-stock growing 
would be their chief employment; thus securing 
to each that common interest which gives har- 
mony and contentment to a people. The Pecos 
or West Texas territory, could be better and 
more readily ‘governed under the immediate 
control of the national authorities than by the 
present State Government of Texas, or by the 
two proposed States if divided between them. 
When the final status of the Indian Territory 
shail be fixed, the region lving between it and 
New Mexico, including the strip of detached 
United States territory lying between Texas and 
Kansas, coula be added to it, thus leaving the 
remaining West Texas territory suiliciently com- 
pact to constitute the basis of a future State, 
when populous enough to claim admission to 
the Union. 

The era of * feeling“ having now re- 
turned, it would seem highly proper that Vir- 
ginia, the mother of States,” should be re- 
store to something like her former proportions. 
But, if an enabling act should be passed for that 
purpose, provision should be made for the ces- 
sion to Ohio of the four small counties 
of Marshall, Ohio. Brooke, and Hancock, con- 
stituting what is known as the “ Pan-Handle,”’’ 
and which should have been ceded to the Gen- 
eral Government along with the Northwest Ter- 
ritory in 1787,—also for the cession to Maryland 
of the Counties of Accomack and Northampton, 
and receiving from Maryland the County of 
Allegheny in that State. Congress should at 
the same time retrocede to Maryland the re- 
maining portion of the District of Columbia, 
reserving ony the public grounds and buildings 
to the United States, and thus give to the 
ple of the District their proper weight both tn 
the State and nation. and to Maryland her legit- 
imate population. It would be well to provide, 
by another enabling act, for the consolidation of 

Delaware with Maryland, New Hampshire with 

Vermont, and Rhode Island, except the main- 

land portions of Bristol and Newport Counties, 

with Connecticut, and the cession of the said 
mainland portions of Bristol and Newport 

Counties to Magsachusetts. 

These consolidations may seem rather radical 
to some minds; but, if fairly accomplished, they 
would have a beneficent influence u the peo- 
ple residing in the States men and would 
render to the larger States something more like 
justice in the distribution of er.

SILVER AND GOLD DOLLARS. 


Letter from Thurlow Weed—The Coinage 
of a Silver Dollar Equal in Value to a 
Gold One the Right Course—Injastice of 
Paying the Bonds in Gold Alone. 

New York, Noy. 8.— To the Editor of the New 
York Tribune: In your edition of yesterday, on 
the silver question, you say: We make a 
broad distinction between them and the bi- 
metallists. The latter think specie payments 
can better be sustained by the use of the two 
precious metals than by one.” This is precisely 
what Ihave earnestiy urged in letters which 
you were kind enough to publish, but which, I 
regret to say, found no favor with our leading 
journals. And this is precisely what can be 
accomplished with the consent and co-opera- 


tion of such _ journals. In taking 
ground for constitutional monev stand- 
ards, the press would disarm the In- 


flationists,” „ Repudiators,”’ “ Demagogues,”’ 
etc., whose malign influence is always to be 
dreaded. Let the friends of Resumption con- 
tent themselves with the money stand- 
ards of the Constitution, and a solution of 
that question will soon be reached.

We have for 
twelve years been paying interest, in gold, upon 
more than $2,000,000, The bondholders, 
while gold 1s at a premium, receive largely more 
than the 6 per cent “nominated in the bond.“ 
And these premiums, as has been truly 
said, were “squeezed, drop by drop, from 
the sweat of labor.“ Now, labor has 
borne, with exemplary patience, quite 
enough of injustice and oppression, and it be- 
hooves Congress and the Administration to 
bring their best judgments and their paternal 
sympathies to the consideration of this question. 
When the insidious law of 1873, demonetizine 
silver, shall have been repealed, we shall be 
prepared to confer with other Governments in 
relation to the double or single standard. In- 
ternational Congresses have been convened for 
the consideration of tar iess important subjects. 
Meantime, let us hope that our Government 
will mature and establish a financial system 
which will equally protect the credit and honor 
of the nation with the prosperity and happiness 
of tie people.

This Year’s Production of Californja Wine 
and Brandy. 

New York Evening Post. 

There are short grape crops everywhere in 
Califorgia this year. There will not be more 
than four million gallons of wine made this 
vintage. Last week I visited Stockton, Sacra- 
mento, and Marysville, and in ail these places, 
as well as in Sonoma, Napa, Los Angeles, and 
Solane Counties, there will barely be half acrop. 
In Sonoma and Napa grapes bave advanced in 
price about 50 per centum over last year’s 
prices. There will be a great deal of brandy 
made, but much less than was anticipated, ow- 
ing to the high price of grapes. Distilling 
grapes (the Mission variety) can nowhere be 
bought for less than $10 a ton, and in Sonoma 
cy command from $12 to $14 a ton. The 
short crop is mainly attributable to the light 
rainfall in the winter of 1876-77, when less than 
teu inches of rain fell in the vineyard districts 
of the State. The increase of brandy-making 
this season is due to the law, passed by the late 
Congress, which permits brandy to be distilled 
and stored for three years without payment of 
excise duty, and for the first time admits the 
exportation ef California brandy to’ foreign 
countries free of duty. From these two causes 
a very large increase in distilling was expected, 
but it will be much less than was anticipated 
owing to the scarcity and high prices of dis- 
tilling grapes, which were not easily sold last 
year at $3 a ton. 


How They Eat in the British Northwest, 
Winnipeg ( Maniteba) Cor. V. F. Post. 

Here is one bill of fare as given by a traveler 
in the North, which may seem incredible, and 
yet I can vouch for it as not being a whit ex- 
aggerated: Seven men in thirteen days con- 
sumed two buffalo bulls, seven cabri deer, fifty 
bounds ot peminican,—equal to half a buifaio,— 
and a great many ducks and geese, and on the 
last day there was nothing tocat. This enor- 
mous quauity of meat could not have weighed 
less than 1,000 pounds at the very lowest es- 
timate, which would have given a daily ration 
to each man of eighteen pounds! Incredible as 
this may seem, it is by no means impossible in a 
severe climate and living the active life these 
men lead. I remember camping with three half- 
breed plains hunters one evening beside a buffalo 
calf we had killed shortly before dusk. The 
men began cutting the animal up an Jeasting 
upon it. They were eating when I réfired for 
the night, and were still hovering over the fire 
when | arose early in the morning. With the 
exception of the head, which was slowly roasting 
upon the coals, there was nothing left of the 
calif except the bones.
